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BRITAIN READY TO COMBAT INVADERS 


Dominion Will 


Be Placed On 
- War Footing 


Premier King Announces Series Of Mea- 
sures For Defence Of Country—Cana- 
dian Troops Land In Iceland 

OTTAWA, June 18.—Canada’s whole material and hu- 
man resources will be mobilized for the prosecution of the 
war under a bill to be introduced in parliament immediately, 
Prime Minister Mackenzie King announced in the House of 
Commons today. 

Asserting that Britain's decision to fight on, whatever | 
might be the consequences of the defeat of the French | 


army, was Canada’s decision also, Mr. King revealed a | 
whole series of measures designed to meet the emergency 
situation which brings the war closer to Canada. 


A bill to authorize the mobilization of all human and) 
material resources in Canada for the prosecution of the war 
will be introduced in parliament immediately, the prime min- 
ister announced. 


Compulsory Service In Canada 


Compulsory service will apply only to service in Canada. 
Recruitment for service overseas will continue voluntary. } 

A new department of government, the department of 
national war service, will be established under a_ cabinet) 
minister, It will co-ordinate all voluntary war activities. 

A national registration of Canadian manpower will be 


launched immediately. It will further the mobilization of | 


manpower. 


An enlargement of the Dominion cabinet will be an- 
nounced later this week. 


A first contingent of Canadian troops has landed in 
Iceland, Mr. King said. 


Canada assisted in the naval defence of Newfoundland | 
and now Canadian troops were also on duty in Newfound- | 
land, he added. This was in addition to troops serving in the | 
West Indies. 


Recruit 40,000 Additional Men 


Authorization was issued over the weekend for recruit- | 
ment of 40,000 men in addition to the 30,000 now being mo- | 
bilized, Hon. C. G. Power, acting defence minister, told the | 
House. Non-permanent active militia units would be mo- 
bilized to full strength. 


Every able-bodied man in Canada under the age of 
45 will have the opportunity and “the obligation” to offer 
himself for service in the militia,” Mr. Power said. 


Prime Minister King asked parliament to rush through 
all stages today the bill to authorize mobilization of all re- | 
sources and manpower in Canada, He said the bill was simi- | 
lar to the one passed recently in the United Kingdom.

Overseas Service On Voluntary Basis 


So far as manpower is concerned, the compulsory mo- 
bilization will not apply to service overseas, That will con- | 
tinue on a voluntary basis. It will enable the government 
to make the most efficient use of manpower to meet the | 


needs of modern machine warfare. 
“Mobilization of our resources, however, will not be con- | 


fined to requiring the services of men and women,” said Mr. 
King. ‘The government will have power under the provi- | 
sions of the bill equally to call property and wealth, material 
resources and industry to the defence of Canada.” 


Canadians To Face Trials With Courage 


No one could tell what sorrows and trials might yet come | 
to Canada in common with the other British nations in the 
continuance of the fight, the prime minister said, but he was 
confident the Canadian people would face them with courage 


and determination. 
The fate of the French navy and air force was not clear 


as yet, Mr. King told the house. It was apparent, however, 
that French resistance of the Nazi invaders on land must | 
soon come to an end. 

He praised France and French valor and said the 
“legions of freedom will yet march again to the strains of 
Marseillaise.” 

At the present moment, Mr. King said, German and It- 
alian dictators were deciding the fate of France, 

The suggestion that Britain and France become the Can- 
ada of Europe must strike the imagination of the people of | 
this country.

Dictators Leave Munich At Conclusion Of 
Conference—France Insists On 
Honorable Peace ; 


MUNICH, June 18.—Hitler and Mussolini agreed to- 
night on the terms which they propose to offer France. The 
dictators left Munich immediately after conclusion of their 
conference. 


BORDEAUX, France, June 18.—Premier Henri Petain 
ordered all French soldiers, sailors and airmen tonight to 
| keep on fighting while he awaits a reply to his plea for an 
honorable peace. 


Peace negotiations have not even begun, the 84-year- 


old premier said. 
“The duty of all is to continue resistance.” 


The order to continue resistance was made after re- 
ports were received that German troops were raising the 
white flag to be able to advance without fighting. The Ger- 
mans apparently intended to make French troops believe 
an armistice already is in effect. 


No Suspension Of Fighting 


Petain’s office, receiving reports of such incidents, de- 
| clared that “all French and Allied combatants on land and 
| sea and in the air are notified that no armistice and no sus- 
pension of fighting have occurred.” The announcement 
| added: 


Negotiations have been only planned and they have 
not commenced.” 


Up to early afternoon the regular morning commu- 
nique on military operations had not been issued.

“France's government will be throwing away great op- 
portunities and casting away their future if they do not con- 
tinue the war in accordance with their treaty obligations, 
from which we have not felt able to release them.” 


“If final victory rewards our trials, France will share 
in the gain and freedom will be restored to all—the 
Czechs, the Poles, Norwegians, Dutch, Belgians—all who 
have joined their cause to ours.”

The British Nations 


JUNE 18, 1940. 


France is out, but the war goes on. 
Where it will have to be fought, with what 
weapons, with what varying fortunes, 
none ¢an say. 

For the time the British nations stand 
in arms alone, with the help of such land 
and air and sea forces as were able to 
escape the onward speed of the Nazi 
armies over the devastated countries of 
western and northern Europe. Alone, but 
undismayed and resolute. For the British 
peoples there can be no compromise with 
our enemies, They have sworn to destroy 
our Empire, to apportion its territories, 
subjugate its peoples. Our choice is to 
defeat them or to perish. 

Canada, and every other dominion, 
colony and dependency of the Empire, will 
have to double and redouble its efforts. 
What was thought to be required a month 
ago to ensure victory is no longer the 
standard by which their exertions can be 
gauged. All round the world Britishers 
must train and work and fight knowing 
that their backs are to the wall, that 
their right to govern themselves is at 
stake, that if they do not win they must 
either die or pass into slavery. 

It is the duty of our Governments to 
say what is to be done, in each division 
of the Empire, if need be by every person 
in every division. It is equally the duty 
of every individual to put the best that is 
in him into whatever task falls to his lot. 


Everybody’s Job 


Every person in Canada, and elsewhere 
for that matter, must by this time have 
got over the comfortable illusion that t 
war was to be a long but leisured affair; 


that the French army would stall the 
Nazis on land, the British and French 
fleets strangle Germany by blockade, 


while in all the Allied countries armies 
would be trained and equipment made 
with which to take the offensive next year 
or the year after, when the real fighting 
would occur. 

The war may be long, but it will not 
be leisured. “Next year” has become this 
year, It is now and in the weeks which 
lie just ahead that the heavy fighting has 
to be done. And it has to be done on a 
defensive plan for the time. The Allies 
haven't the planes, the tanks, the guns, 
with which to take the offensive; nor the 
trained men, now that the army of France 
is out of the fray. 

The private citizen will have to adjust 
himself to the new situation. We cannot 
look for great good news. We must ex- 
pect bad news. More than ever will it be 
harmful and dangerous to repeat uncerti- 
fied rumors, to conjure up fanciful perils, 
to under-rate the strength or quality of 
our fighting forces, to find fault with the 
direction of the war effort. To do these 
things is to spread an atmosphere of de- 
featism. 

“Let courage rise with danger’ is more 
than good advice for this time; it is a 
national duty resting upon every individ- 
ual Canadian. To do what the national 
authority requires him to do or asks him 
to do, to maintain confidence in the final 
triumph of right over wrong, to speak 
cheerfully, to go on buying war bonds and 
contributing to war service funds—these 
are ways in which every one can help to 
keep up public morale and add to the sum 
total of man power and machine power 
which will smash Hitlerism as it smashed 
Kaiserism. 


Up to the Democracies 


This war is not a “row” merely be- 
tween two sets of rival powers in Europe, 


trality can now be nothing more than a 
legal fiction. There is not a free country 
on earth whose people are not hoping and 
praying that the Allies will triumph. 
Those which are still neutral have to 
choose now—not whether they will help 
to defend themselves—but when and un- 
der whet conditions. They can help the 
remaining Ailies now by supplying them 
with the weapons they so badly need; or 
they can get ready to fight for their own 
existence later on—perhaps without our 
help. 

Democratic peoples do not actively 
concern themselves in the types of govern- 
ment under which other peoples live. 
Their instinctive desire is to mind their 
own business and let other nations do the 
same. But Messrs. Hitler and Mussolini do 
not accept that wholesome principle, and 
will not allow it to be acted upon. They 
hate democracies—just because they are 
democracies, They declare parliaments 
are incompetent, the average man un- 
fitted to formulate and express opinions 
on national affairs. They covet the wealth 
of the democratic nations and proclaim 
openly that they make war upon them in 
order that they may plunder them. 
Mussolini said so on Monday last, when he 
gave the reason for plunging his dagger 
into the back of France. 

What the neutrals have to ask them- 
selves is simply whether or not they 
want to live free and safe. If they do, 
they must help smash Nazism and Fasc- 
ism, for these allies have plotted to 
obliterate free governments and grab 
their possessions. If the Allies can get the 
weapons for which they ask, and get 
them in time, this international outlawry 
will be stopped in the continent where it 
began and free nations everywhere will 
remain free and secure. If we cannot get 
the weapons? 

It is good news for Canadians that 
everything Canada has in the way of 
surplus arms and munitions is on the way 
to Europe, even to reserve rifles and am- 
munition. If the other democracies re- 
spond in the same spirit our menace and 
theirs will be destroyed, and law, order, 
justice and good faith will rule among the 
nations.

Now, a defense program against such a move- 
ment requires more than guns, battleships, air- 
planes and submarines. The total war requires 
the total defense. The total defense means the 
co-ordination of the military, political and econ- 
omic means under a government representative 
of the whole people, and under a defense plan 
that can be executed by a board with complete 
authority. 

It is “necessary to have a government repre- 
sentative of its whole people—that is to say of 
both major political parties—because otherwise 
such a defense plan can easily be used to in- 
trench one party in permanent power.

On This Date

A centenary of Upper Canadian develop- 
ment could be marked today, because it is just a 
hundred years since a proclamation was issued 
by Sir George Arthur creating the District of 
Wellington. Dated Toronto, 18 June, 1840, the 
proclamation, in the name of Queen Victoria, 
set forth that by an act passed in the seventh 
year of the reign of King William IV (1836), en- 
titled, “An Act respecting certain parts of the 
Counties of Halton and Simcoe, into a new dis- 
trict by the name of the District of Wellington,” 
it was provided that as soon as the lieutenant- 
governor was “satisfied that a good and suffi- 
cient goal and courthouse shall have been erect- 
ed in the Town of Guelph” it “shall be lawful 
for the lieutenant-governor, with the consent of 
the Executive Council, to declare by proclama- 
tion the Townships of Proton, Luther, Melanc- 
thon, and Amaranth, from the County of Sim- 
coe, and Garafraxa, Erin, Eramosa, Guelph, 
Nichol, the triangular piece of lands adjoining 
tract, in the proposed District of Huron, part of 
the purchase from the Indians from Gore, and 
part of Indian lands, a separate distinet District 
by the name of the District of Wellington.” 

And, this having been proclaimed, “We do 
further require all our judges, sheriffs, coroners, 
justices of the Peace and other Peace officers 
and all other our liege subjects to take due no- 
tice of this our Royal Proclamation.” 

A decade or so later part of the District of 
Wellington was taken away to create the County 
of Waterloo. Both Wellington and Waterloo 
could, therefore, join in the recognition of this 
centennial, if they so desired. But if there is to 
be any femembrance it will naturally centre in 
Guelph, founded by John Galt on St. George's 
Day, 1827, cradle, like its surrounding country, 
of so many notable men in church, politics, law 
and business.
